CLASS “A” TV ESQUISSE-ESQUISSE 
“A MILITARY ACADEMY” 


Situated on gently rolling ground in a rural dis- 
trict, is a large tract on which the State proposes to 
erect a Military Academy. The students at this in- 
stitution are young men of high school age, and the 
instruction is general in character, comprising, in ad- 
dition to military subjects, courses which would pre- 
pare the students for college entrance examinations, or 
for business careers. “The plot is accessible by roads 
on all four sides, and shall not exceed 1,100 by 1,400 
feet. 

The requirements are as follows: 

A. Administration—Comprising: A suite of offices 
for the Commandant; Quartermaster’s office, 
with storeroom; Ordnance office, with store- 
room; Medical office, with hospital on the 
upper floor. 

B. Habitation —The student. body is divided into 
twelve companies of one hundred each. “These 
in turn are grouped into three battalions of 
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four companies each. ‘The arrangement of the 
living quarters should conform to the organi- 
zation of the command. Each battalion should 
have its own mess hall, kitchen, serving-rooms, 
armory, etc. In addition to the students’ quar- 
ters, there shall be—a cottage for the Comman- 
dant, one or more cottages for unmarried in- 
structors, and barracks for fifty male servants. 

C.  Instruction—Auditorium to seat 1,000, with ad- 
ditional seats in balconies; four lecture halls to 
seat 100 each; eight conference rooms to seat 
40 each; two laboratories, each approximately 
1,800 square feet. 

D. Gymnasium.—Floor area of about 6,000 square 
feet. Locker rooms shall be provided. 

E. A Large Parade Ground. 

In addition there shall be provided a stable for 
twelve horses and a twenty-car garage and the usual 
service sheds, etc.

The problem is to design a scheme of decoration for 
the walls, cove and penetrations of this hall which 
shall culminate in a pictorial composition upon the 
wall above the staircase. This painting should repre- 
sent or symbolize some theme either historical or Bibli- 
cal having to do with the healing of the sick.

The Fontainebleau School of Fine Arts has proved a most decided success from 
the start and has not ceased to progress in excellence in every way. 


The number of students who attended in 1928 was 130, as compared to 86 the first 
year it was opened. A\ll sections of the United States were represented in the student 
body and those attending in 1928 were experienced and added greatly to the excellent 
work turned out. 


Aside from atelier work, lectures and excursions go on continually during the en- 
tire term. 


In Architecture, the number of students was greater than ever previously and the 
majority of them well advanced, many of them doing work in other departments, such 
as modeling, water color, sketching and etching. ‘Trips by motor bus to chateaux, 
churches, museums and towns of architectural interest, including a week’s trip to the cha- 
teaux country, gave an opportunity to appreciate the best examples of art throughout the 
centuries. 


The Painting Department is under the direction of M. Despujols, criticisms be- 
ing given twice a day on works from the nude, portraits and composition. Many of these 
students also study in the Fresco Department, which this year will be under the direction 
of M. LaMontagne St. Hubert. 


Landscape painting will be under the direction of M. Balande and M. Strauss, 
students receiving criticisms every day on the spot, out of doors, and having at their dis- 
position a motor bus when necessary. 


The Sculpture Department will be under the direction of M. Lejeune and his 
assistant, M. Gelin. 


The Department of Decorative Composition under the direction of M. Benedictus 
allows students who wish to.specialize in interior decoration and applied arts to get the 
esthetic point of view of French artists, past and present. 


The Department of Etching, directed by M. Gobo explaining the technique of 
etching and lithographing, has a special studio equipped for the execution and printing 
of etchings, and an expert printer who attends once a week to give demonstration of 
printing processes. 


In view of the fact that registration for the coming school session has been very 
active, it is most important that those desiring to attend should lose no time in commu- 
nicating with the office of the Fontainebleau School of Fine Arts, 119 East 19th Street, 
New York, so that they may not miss the opportunity of going, and in order that their 
accommodations may be secured on the steamers leaving in the neighborhood of the sec- 
ond week of June and which threaten to be overcrowded. 


In view of the question of accommodations to be furnished, as well as the relations 
between students and Professors, it has been deemed wise by the American Committee 
to fix the limit of age of those attending to forty-five (45) years.
